CITIZENS LIBRARY COMMITTEE OF OHIO 


On June z, Mrs. B. F. McQuate, Chairman of tne Citizens 
Library Committee, sent a letter to all the members of her 
committee requesting a report on what had been accomplished 
thus far in the organizing of local friends groups or in the 
planning of other projects for tneir respective library com- 
mittees. 


Replies to this letter reveal much entausiasm on tne 
part of the committees and a diversified type of project 
being undertaken in various sections of tne state. One 
group is endeavoring to secure additional funds, another a 
new building. The committee in one metropolitan center is 
promoting an extensive adult education program, one a radio 
program, and one in a rural section has helped to increase 
the county service. A study of tnese reports indicates a 
general interest on tne part of tne committee members in 
giving helpful assistance in tne furthering of tne library 
program, botn local and state. 


Mrs. MceQuate is arranging an interesting program for a 
Citizens Library Committee meeting to be held in connection 
witno the Ohio Library Association convention, meeting in 
Dayton, in October. This meeting will be on Friday morn- 
ing, October zznd, and it is hoped that many members of the 
committee will plan to attend. 


OHIO LIBRARY DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM 


The members of the Association are aware of the fact 
toat a Library Committee of tne Post-War Planning Commission 
was appointed last yeer to study further the library situ- 








ation in Ohio and to formulate recommendations leading to 
furtner development of the library system of tne state. 


This Committee has just finished its deliberations and 
submitted a report to the Post-War Planning Commission. A 
full explanation of the Committee's recommendations will be 
made at tne conference on Friday afternoon. It is important 
that librarians, trustees and citizens be acquainted with 
the provisions of this report and lend their support to it 
during the next legislature.

LIBRARY DEMONSTRATION BILL 


Through an inadvertent error, the last issue of the 
O.L.T.A. BULLETIN reported that the Library Demonstration 
Bill which was before Congress had been passed. Unfortu- 
nately, this was not correct. Although it had passed the 
Senate, tne Bill was not acted upon in the House of Repre- 
sentatives before the adjournment of Congress in June. How- 
ever, thirty-four representatives ‘of twenty-two State Federal 
Relations committees, meeting in Atlantic City, June 18, 
voted unanimously to reintroduce the Bill at the next 
Congress. 
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CLEVELAND BUDGET UPHELD BY BOARD OF TAX APPEALS 


Librarians and trustees should be interested in tne 
successful outcome of tnis appeal. In 1947 tne Cleveland 
Public Library requested of tne County Budget Commission an 
increase of approximately 30 per cent in its budget for 1948 
making a total budget of $3,000,000. On December 16, 1947, 
at tne annual hearing, tne -Library presented evidence to 
justify tne need for the additional amount, and the Budget 
Commission granted it. Additional allowances were made also 
to several otner libraries within the County. Thereupon, 
several of tne municipalities within tne County appealed the 
action of tne Budget Commission to tne State Board of Tax 
Appeals, claiming tnat too large a share of tne intungible 
tax had been allotted to tne libraries witnout a proper con- 
Sideration of tne needs of the municipalities. The 
Cleveland Public Library defended its budget before the 
Board of Tax Appeals at 4 hearing on February 25, 1948, and 
through a brief submitted by its counsel. Four other 
libraries joined in the defense. 


The Board of Tax Appeals upheld the action of the 
County Budget Commission and confirmed the budget allo- 
cations which had been made. In its opinion tne Board of 
Tax Appeals said, "Inasmuch as the aforesaid appel- 
lees (libraries) are practically and almost totally dependent 
on the allocations made to them by tne Budget Commission from 
tne classified property taxes for tne year 1948 and as mu— 
nicipsal subdivisions have many other sources for satis— 
faction of tneir needs, it should be understandable that a 
liorsury boerd ought to be entitled to as near tne amount of 
need shown as is possible if it be reasonable and lawful. 
By the same parity of reasoning it should follow thet inas- 
much as a municipal subdivision procures only a fraction of 
the sum necessary to supply its needs from classified 
property tax allocation, and a much greater percentage is 
obtained from other available sources of revenue, it should 
not be so startling an allocation as should suggest dis- 
crimination and illegality or a churge of abuse of dis- 
cretion when a _ budget commission, recognizing those facts, 
allocates tne greater portion of that fund to public 
libraries."

Another portion of tne opinion dealt with tne item for 
repairs and improvements which tne municipalities ciaimed 
constituted capital expenditures and, therefore, should not 
be allowed in the current operating budget. 


On tnis point the Board of Tax Appenls stated, "It must 
also be remembered that the allocation of ciassified person- 
al property taxes, unlike the provision for allocation of 
local government funds, does not contain a use limitation 
for current operating expense purposes only. A library wust 
not only pay its current operating expense from its allot- 
ment from the intangible tax fund, but all repeirs and 
betterment thst might properly be chargeable to capital in- 
provement..."
